The following written opinion of the City Attorney was received:

» May 5,

Honorable City Council and Honorable Fulton Morgan,
City Manager:

There has been referred to me for an opinion the question of the City's right
to grant a, franchise to Mr. Harold Elchenbaum and A. Marks to place 52 cabinets on
certain sidewalks shown by an accompanying map In the City of Austin, such cabinets
to be 2 feet square by 2 feet high, and the franchise to be granted to said parties
to maintain same for a period of five years. In consideration for such privilege,
said parties agree to pay the City a reasonable fee which they suggest would be
$1*00 per month per cabinet to service the cans, to empty the cans of rubbish every
morning, and to keep the cans In proper repair.

X first call your attention to the fact that the City of Austin has a very
well considered ordinance governing the erection of signs In the City of Austin,
which was passed April JO, 1931. An ordinance embodying the terms of the suggested
contract would call for a repeal of parts of said ordinance.

The serious question In the case Is, has the City the right to grant such use
of Its streets to the. applicants for a consideration* Such a right could only be
Justified on the ground that It was an appropriate, sanitary measure. In view of
the faot that we have an ordinance against depositing looae papers, eta. In the
streets and the manner In which oald ordinance has been enforced, makes It very
doubtful whether placing the "cabinets" on the streets Is necessary.

The City Council are trustees or custodians of the streets and sidewalks of
the City for public uees. The phrase "City Council shall have exclusive Jurisdiction",
etc. over the streets and sidewalks must be taken subject to the qualification that
such jurisdiction must be exercised for the use of the public to whom the streets
really belong. That the placing of such metal boxes as proposed on the sidewalks
would be an obstruction can not be questioned. Our courts have held that in order
to constitute an obstruction on streets and Bldewalks, It Is not necessary that the .
entire space be taken up by such object. As has been said In an Austin case, the
streets belong to the public from side to aide and anything that Interferes with the
free use of the streets oonstltutes an obatruotlon. Some obstructions, such as fire
hydranta, etc. are lawful obatructlona which the cities have a right under certain
conditions to maintain. Even in the placing of a fire hydrant, the maintenance of
a fire department being recognized as a governmental function, in the case of Kllng vs.
City of Auatln, our court of Civil Appeals, 62 S.W. (2nd) 86*9, where a fire hydrant
was allowed- to remain in or In close proximity to a driveway to a filling atatlon,
said: "An obstruction in such a driveway could only find Justification where two
necessities concurred; that of locating (1) the hydrant, and (2) the driveway at the
particular point. In such case, the duty to maintain the reasonable safety of the
streets would impose the obligation to employ the reasonably available means, guard-
Ing against or at least minimizing the unsafe condition created by the obstruction."

The fact that the City had the legal right to permit the cabinets or cans in
question to be placed as contemplated on the streets, If It hae such a right, would

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In my opinion, not prevent the City from being liable In damages to anyone that
might be Injured on account of auoh oablnete being eo placed. In this connection,
I call attention to the fact that I have been Informed by the Engineering Department
that the sidewalks on Guadalupe street where It la proposed to place the cabinets
or cans are ?.6 feet and 8.8 feet, the cans are 2 feet square and of course must
be set back some Inches from the sidewalk. Placing cans on Guadalupe at the point
designated would make the sidewalk rather narrow, and would perhaps add to the
hazard of their being so placed* If the privilege Is granted to put the "cabinets"
as asked for on the streets, then I suggest that a bond to protect the City should
.be required of the parties to v/hom the franchise might be granted. If the right
exists In the City to grant the permit sought for and to permit the metal oablnete
to be placed on the sidewalk and a franchise be granted for such purpose. It can
only be done on the ground that the service which such parties agree to render the
Olty for the requested privilege constitutes same a public utility.

It may be rather a strained construction of the lav/ t'o class such services
and the placing of such cabinets as the operation of a public' utility, but after an
Investigation of the authorities, I am Inclined to the opinion that It may be so
olassed.

A franchise may be granted only by compliance with the Charter. Section J of
Article 22 of the Charter on page 82 reads as follows! • '

"All ordinances granting, amending, renewing or extending franchises for
public utilities, shall be read at three separate regular meetings of the
Olty Council and shall not be finally passed until thirty day'i after the
first reading; and no such ordinance shall take effect until sixty days
after Its final passage; and pending suoh time, the full text of 'such
ordinance shall be published once each week for four consecutive weeks
In a dally newspaper published In the Olty of Austin, and the expense of
suoh publication shall be borne by- the proponent of the franchise."

To summarise, I an of the opinion that the Olty Council has the power to grant
the franchise applied for, but in the absence of any decision. upon the question pre-
sented, I can only express my Individual opinion. The granting of suoh a franchise
Is on the very border line of the City's power, and nothing short of a test case
would enable an attorney to state positively that the Olty had the right or did not
have the right to grant such franchise.

Pursuant to your request, I am reducing to writing the proposals I made to
you on behalf of the Lower Colorado River Authority respecting the Austin Dam..Such
proposals were substantially ae follows;

The Authority would agree* to:

a. Take over and reconstruct the present Austin Dam and power plant, the dam
to be reconstructed to approximately Its original height of about sixty-three feet,
and a new power plant to be built and Installed* • The construction would be of such
nature as to be permanent and sound from on engineering standpoint, and its stability
and safety would be at the risk of the Authority. I estimate the cost of this to
be approximately $1,600,000*

b. The present outstanding debt of 0339,000, evidenced by bonds Issued by the
City In connection with previous construction, and which are still outstanding, will
be retired by the Authority through the rebating to the City of the power furnished
the City each year during maturity of these bonds*

c. The Authority will deliver the City all electrical energy v/hloh the City
may require at rates quoted, which rates are shown on a separate sheet hereto attach-
ed, and which ere substantially the same as rates promulgated by TVA, such contract
to run for a terra of years to be mutually agreed upon.

d. The Authority will give the City full control of the reservoir for pleasure
and recreational purposes.

i
e. The Authority will agree that the City shall retain the privilege of re-

purchasing the dam and pov/er plant at any time that the Authority might pass from
under public control, through receivership or otherwise, or at any time when the
loan from the PWA has been repaid by the Authority; the purchase price to be fixed
by formula to be mutually agreed upon, such formula to be worked out on the general
lines of the Authority being repaid actual cost less depreciation, with appropriate
definitions of the Items constituting cost and depreciation*

The City will only agree to turn over the dam In Its present condition,' power
house 'and land adjacent necessary for operations to the Authority, and to purchase

iwiiwn™^
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power from the Authority. While the Authority would desire the City to purchase
all of Ita power from the Authority and believes It oan effect a saving by ao
doing, nevertheless trie Authority Is not Insisting that the City oease operations
of Its present steam pov/er plant, as we believe this Is a matter which will work
Itself outt •

' You understand that this proposal Is contingent on the enactment' of neoeseary
legislation to enable the.Authority to acquire and expend money on property acquired
under a repurchase agreement, and on an amendment of the Authority's present agree-
ment with FWA. We believe these contingencies oan be eliminated very shortly, and
that all other legal and detail matters oan be worked out In the event the Olty Is
willing to deal on the broad general outlines of the foregoing proposal*

While the Authority has available for expenditure on thla project up to
November 1 only the sum of $200,000.00, we feel assured that further funds will be
available aa needed, but this Is a matter about which X do not think the Olty need
be concerned, because In the event the Authority la unable to aeoure the neoeaaary
fund*, or for any other reason 10 unable to carry out Ita undertaking, the Olty
would nevertheless get the benefit of auoh funda aa are expended.

X am taking the liberty of pointing out the advantages which would accrue to
the citizenship pf Austin by virtue of thla arrangements

The citizenship would not only be relieved of paymenta on the present bonded
Indebtodneaa In the aum of 1239,000.00 but of the future Indebtedness neoeaaary to
complete and equip the dam. Instead of being under an Indebtedness of approximately
two million dollar*. Including the coat of reconstructing the dan and the bonds now
outstanding, the Olty would be relieved entirely of any Indebtedness in reapeot to
the 4am; the Authority would assume all risks ana responsibility of Ita completion
and continued safety. The Olty would obtain power for Ita preaent and future needs
at a very low rate (which X believe la much lower than It would coat the- Olty if it
reconstructed the dan) and will obviate the necessity of the Olty spending fund* for
future development of Ita power plant to meet its needa. The Olty would be furnished
a recreational oenter without coat to it, and would have the benefit of a contract
to reaoquire the property and thua aaaure Ita continued operation in the interest of
the public, particularly the citizens of Austin, Furthermore, X desire to point out
the distinct advantage the Olty would gain in having the Austin Dam operated aa a
part of the Authority *g system which mlnlmUea Interruption of aervlce and makes
available to the Olty an abundant supply of cheap power for its future needa and
enables it to offer distinct advantagea for the location of industries in the
vicinity.

Xf you desire to further oonalder the proposal made by the Authority, X shall
be available at all times to go into the matter in further detail and we shall lose
no time in working out an agreeable contract and beginning work on the project.
